James Earl Ray. quoted as 
wishing now he had elected to 
stand trial fw the Martin Lu- 
the- 
King assassination, 
was 
joined in his regrets today by 
the U.S. Justice Department. 


A source in the department 
said

Ray's abrupt guilty plea "is one 
ol 
frustration." 
The reason: a 
full-fledged trial, had one been 
held, m l ^ t have shed light on 
questions wihich have led to 
widespread 
suspicion 
around 
tile country that Ray was only 
one figure in a consiMracy. 


In Nashville, 
the 
Nashville 
Tennessean said in a copyright 
story ttiat Ray disclosed second 
tiioughts about tiie guilty plea 
witiun hours of his sentencing in 
Memi^iis to an agreed 99 years 
in prison. Ray also has inquired 
about how he could hire a new 
attorney, the paper said.

Under Tennesssee law a life 
prisoner could be eligible tor pa- 
role after 13 years 7 months, or 
even earlier if he earned maxi- 
mum good behaviw time. Un- 
der a ^-year sentence a prison- 
er must serve at least 30 years. 


The Tennessean said a prison 
source further quoted Ray: 


"My attorney and my brother 
told me about six weeks ago 


• that tiie best thing few me to do 
was to plead guilty if we could 
work out a deal to keep me out 
(rf the chair. They told me they 
thought thds could be done. 


Deny Involvement 


"I was thinking about it and 
every day they ^ u g h t I would 
plead guilty. Last week I just 
told them if they thought this 
was best and what I ought to do, 
then I would plead guilty." 


In Washington, Justice 
De- 
partment sources acknowledged 
the government was informed in 
advance that Ray would plead 
guilty and take 99 years.

Army Deserter 


DETROIT CAP)—Wltti mi old 
photo, a &SW of fingeiwhits 
and a magnifying glass, about 
40 FBI agoits had little trouble 
Wednesday in fwreting out the 
right ywiéi frtmi 43 antiwar pro- 
testers claiming to be Tom Sin- 
cavitch. 


Agents were 
ditpatehed 
in 
Sevan cars to arrest the 27-year- 
old Sincavitdi, wanted on a 
charge of d e s ® ^ g tiie Army. 


The FBI zeroed In on two 
youtiis afte* pouring into St. 
J c x i ^ ' s 
^imypal 
Church 
Wednesday, where ttie young 
m«i had kept a 2%-day vigil in 
oppositimi to the 
in Viet- 
nam. Originally, 12 youths start- 
ed tiie protest with 
hopes of 
confusing tiie FBI. 


The fest youtii stopped by 
FBI turned out to be Beoiie Mc- 
Coy, 21, who wore a badge say- 
ing "I am Tom SincavWuh No. 
1." 


Aft^ a look at tiie seccmd 
ywuth's thumb under the magni- 
fying glass, Paul Stoddard, bead 
of the Detiroát FBI office, an- 
nounce: 


"Hiis is the one. Let's go." 
The agents also arrested Tom- 
mie Lee Suber, 22, of Detroit, 
v^o was diarged with assault- 
ing a ledwal ^ i c e r , a letoy.

The whole pwedure to an-est 
the 27-year'Old res€r\^t was so 
swift it apparently startled the 
group of make-believe Sinca- 
vitches in the church.

Sincavitch was.

state. 


The charge was brought un- 
der an 1870 Reconstruction era 
statute and 
conviction wHild 
have carried a maximum 10- 
year sentence. 


Conspiracy 


After Ray was appreh^ded 
last June in England, he was re- 
turned to Tennessee to face tiie 
more serious murder charge. 


The 
government's 
cmly 
in- 
volvement in the case since 
came Monday—after the trial 
end^—when 
the Justice 
De- 
partment announced the 
"cm- 
spa-acy allegation is still open." 


But there ha® been no word 
on what action, if any, the de- 
partment plam in pursuing its 
investigation. 


Meanwhile, on Capitol Hill, 
some senators Joined newspa- 
pers acrc^ the country in in- 
sisting the conspiracy question 
be held open.

Waldron Fires Out At 
Parochiaid Cosponsors 
LANSING (AP) — Nearly half 
the 35 cosponsors of the hotly 
debated parochiaid bail came un­ 
der fire Wednesday from House 
Minority Leader Robert Wal- 
dton, R-Grosse Pointe. 


“There’s a proclivity on tiie 
part of the (Democratic) major­ 
ity in the House to spend and 
refuse to vote taxes,” he said. 


Gov. William MiHIfcen has re­ 
peatedly stated that if the Leg­ 
islature passed any measure ex* 
pendintg state funds on private 
and parochial schools, it also 
would have to come up with a 
method of collecting those funds. 


Waldron pointed to the 35 bill 
signers, saying five were fresh­ 
men and one had not voted on 
the income tax proiposal two 
years ago. 


Of the 29 remahiang, the sbc 
Republicans all voted for tlie 
tax, he said, 


“Fifteen of the 23 left voted 
against any kind of tax to put 


the state back Inlo ttie black,” 
he told a news conference, held 
jointly with Senate Majority 
Leader Emil Lockwood, R-St.

Lockwood declined comment on 
the i)aix>chiiaid measure, say­ 
ing “I don’t care to address my­ 
self to it.

Gov. William G. Milliken’s major policy de- 
cision urging the Legislature to spend more than 
half of the $100 million bond issue in urban areas 
has exposed him to the sharpest criticism direct­ 
er] his way since he became Michigan’s chief ex­ 
ecutive in January. 
The bond issue Mas approved by voters last 
November following a campaign in which it was 
widely advertised that $70 million would be used 
for state narks, fisheries, forest caum grounds 
and wildlife projects and the remaining $30 mil­ 
lion for local government recreation grants. The 
Governor last Friday delivered a special message 
to the Legislature in which lie recommended 
‘‘that the entire $100 million lie administered by 
tile Deoartment of Natural Resources on the 
basis of a $30 million local grant program, a $30 
million supplement to the local grant problem 
for urban areas and $10 million for state pro­ 
jects.” 
*

★ 
The Milliken proposal calls for the $30 mil­ 
lion supplement to l>e allocated among counties 
with Populations in exce ss of 100.000. There are 
17 of these in the state and they represent what 
is commonly referred to as the “urban areas.” 
This $30 million adder! to the local grant pro­ 
gram in these 17 urban counties would provide 
them with more than $53 million of the $F'<* 
million. This is finite a shift from the 70-30 
split that was considered to be tile distribution 
formula last fall. 
Gov. Milliken defended his recommendation 
when he visited E sea na ha last Saturday, stating 
he made the recommendation after a task force 
he had appointed to study urban recreational 
needs re polled an appalling lack of recreational 
facilities totaling $018 million in 18 cities alone. 
“ lf the cities are to be livable for this and 
future generations, we can delay no longer in 
launching new approaches to the problems that 
beset them and to the tensions that tear them 
apaid,” the Governor told the legislature. 
♦

* 
Hie Governor is right, of course. Tile great­ 
est recreation needs in .Michigan unquestionable 
are in the urban areas. But that is not the pack­ 
age that was sold to voters last November. 
While the ballot proposition did not spell 
out exactly where the $1(H) million in recreation 
bonds would lie used, it was widely understood 
the majority of the money would he spread 
throughout tile slate, with possibly 3b per emit 
devoted to matching funds for improving recrea­ 
tion in the cities. 
Tri his 19(i7-(>8 budget message, Mr. Milli­ 
ken’s predecessor, George Romney, proposed 
that $70 million lie used by the Department of 
Natural Resources, the assumption boing that 
it Mould he spent on state parks, campgrounds 
and fish and wildlife programs. 
The Michigan I nited Conservation Clubs 
campaigned vigorously for the bond issue. James 
L. Houman, executive director of the organisa­ 
tion, said, “We promoted the issue after assur­ 
ances of a 70-30 split: $to.8 million for improv­ 
ing and expanding state parks, $17.7 million for 
fisheries. $t million for forest campgrounds, $7.5 
million for wildlife, totaling $70 million, and the 
remaining $30 million for local government recre­ 
ation grants. This is what the voters thought 
they were getting.” 
The Daily Cress and other newspapers also 
promoted the bond issue with the same under­ 
standing.

NN hen the election was over, the bond issue 
had passed by some 050,000 votes across Mich­ 
igan. In Detroit, which would benefit most if 
Gov. Milliken’s proposal is adopted, the bond 
issue Mas defeated by some I 1,000 votes. 
Iii public education bond issues, state law 
says a school district must specify the purpose 
for which funds will la* used. A Board of Educa­ 
tion cannot ask people for money to build a high 
school, then erect an elementary school or use 
the hinds to meet increased operating costs. 
The government must keep faith with the 
voters. This will not Im* the case if tlx* legis­ 
lature follows Gov. Milliken’s recommendations' 
on splitting the $hM> million.

Some call it “in­ 
stant analysis" of one’s self, or 
“ instant paradise."

Peace a n d 
Love sim ply becom e tru e On 
good trips, they say, th ere is 
often the sensation of un d er­ 
standing one’s self better. of 
seeing behind the posturing of 
society or a person's own pos­ 
turing, of feeling "a t one with 
N ature.” 
Tile appeal of am phetam ines 
and b arb itu rates is sim pler and 
m ore direct — to be come stim ­ 
ulated or to become calm ed 
down, or to swing f r o m ex ­ 
trem es by using both kinds of 
drugs, or som etim es just to ex­ 
perience a dream world. 
For the underprivileged es­ 
pecially, hie hard drugs like 
heroin becom e a m eans of blot­ 
ting out em otional pain w hen 
there is no place to go.

Gov. William G. Milliken’s major policy de­ 
cision urginar the Leidslature to spend more thnn 
half of the *^100 million bond issue in urban areas 
has exposed him to the sharnest criticism direct­ 
ed his way since he became Michigan’s chief ex­ 
ecutive in January. 


The bond issue was approved by voters last 
November following a campaign in which it was 
'widely advertised that $70 million would be used 
for state parks, fisheries, forest camtjorrounds 
and wildlife projects and the I'emaining $80 mil­ 
lion for local government recreation grants. Tlie 
Governor last Friday delivered a special message 
to the Legislature in which he recommended 
•‘that the entire $100 million be administered by 
the Department of Natural Resources on the 
basis of a $80 million local grant progi’am, a $80 
million supplement to the local grant problem 
for urban ai'eas and $10 million for state pro­ 
jects.’^

The MÎIHken proposal calls for the $30 mil­ 
lion supplement to be allocated among counties 
with ropulations in excess of 100,000. There are 
17 of these in the state and they I'epresent what 
is commonly referred to as the "uHban areas.” 
This $80 million added to the local grant pro­ 
gram in these 17 urban counties would provide 
them with more than $58 million of the $loo 
million. This is quite a shift from the 70-80 
split that was considered to be the distribution 
fonnula last fall. 


Gov. Milliken defended his recommendation 
when he visited Escanaba last Saturday, stating 
he made the recommendation after a task force 
Tie had appointed to study urban recreational 
needs reported an appalling lack of recreational 
facilities totaling $618 million in 18 cities alone. 


*‘If the cities are to be livable for this and 
future generations, we can delay no longer in 
launching new approaches to the problems that 
beset them and to the tensions that tear them 
apart,** the Governor told the Legislature. 


★ 
★ 
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The Governor is right, of course. The great- 
êst recreation needs in ^Michigan unquestionably 
are In the urban ai^eas. But that Is not the pack­ 
age that was sold to voters last November. 


While the ballot proposition did not spell 
out exactly where the $100 million in recreation 
bonds would be used, it was widely understood 
the majority of the money would l>e spread 
thmughout the state, with possibly 80 per c^nt 
devoted to matching funds for improving recrea­ 
tion In the cities. 


In his 1967-68 budget message, ^Ir. Milli- 
ken*s predecessor, Georg© Romney. proposed 
that $70 million be used by the Department of 
Natural Resources, the assumption l>eing that 
it would be spent on state parks, campgiwinds 
and fish and wildlife pmgrams. 


The ^lichigan United Conservation Clubs 
€»m|»lgned vigorously for the bond issue. James 
L. Rouman, executive director of the organiza­ 
tion, said, “We promoted the issue after assu»*- 
ances of a 70-80 split : $40.8 million for improv­ 
ing and expanding state parks, $17.7 million for 
fisherie«, $4 million for forest campgrounds, $7.5 
million for wildlife, totaling $70 million, and the 
remaining $30 million for local govemment recre­ 
ation grants. This is what the votera thought 
they were getting.” 


The Daily Press and other newspapers also 
pi'omoted the bond issue with the same under­ 
standing.

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When the election wan over, the l>ond i.Hsue 
had passed by some 650,000 votes across Mich­ 
igan. In Detroit, which would benefit most if 
Gov. Milllken’s pi*oposal is adopted, the bond 
issue was defeated by some 14,000 votes. 


In public education bond issues, state law 
says a school district must specify the puip«»He 
for which funds will be used. A Heal’d of Educa­ 
tion cannot ask people for money to build a high 
school, then erect an elenientai’y school or use 
the funds to meet increuH^ opemting costs. 


The government must keep faith with the 
voters. This will not be the case if the 1 legis­ 
lature follows Gov. Milliken’s reconmiendation.« 
on splitting the $100 million. 


Instead of urging expenditure of the ma­ 
jority of the recreation bond isnue in urban 
areas, the Governor should seek passage of an­ 
other lK>nd issue to help meet recreation needs 
of the ghettos and metropolitan areas, keeping 
the $100,000,000 for purposes the people thought 
they approved in the elec'tion.

continuing

crime,” said Sen. James Flem­ 
ing, R-Jackson, sponsor of a 
package of bills to change tíie 
system. 


"Many attempts to eliminate 
or weaken our one-man jury sys­ 
tem have been beaten over the 
years,” said Fleming, a former 
Jackson County prosecuting at­ 
torney. “Now is the time to 
strengthen, rather than weaken 
it.’’ 


Fleming’s proposals would : 
—Permit a grand juror to ftle 
a report at the end of his term, 
“reciting in general the work 
don€ by the grand jury,’’ but not 
including the names of pei-sons 
against whom no indictments 
*re issued. 


Two-Year Limit 


—^Provide for a two-year max­ 
imum grand jury cvistence. in­ 
stead OÎ táie current six-month 
term with pwisicMis for a ax- 
montíi extension. 


—Increase the penalty for con- 
lempt of a grand jury to two 
years in jail, a $10,000 fine or 
both. Penalties now are one year 
and - or a $1,000 fíne. 


—Provide a year-around, 23- 
man grand jury with a new one 
for each di.^trict court term. 


—Requite the state to reim­ 
burse county governments for ac­ 
tual cost aind expenses oi a one- 
man, gi*and jury. 


Sen. Gecwge Kuhn, R-Birming- 
liam, introduced a package erf 
hills dealing with professional 
police standards. 


“It is of vital importance tíiat 
«'t do all we can to provide tiic 
public with the best-trained, best 
equipped and best paid police of- 
ftcers that we can possibly af­ 
ford.” Kuhn said. 


Educated Police 


•*W« irtiould encourage more 
^lege-toalned individuals to en­ 
ter the police profession,” he 
»aid, adding, “alo^^g wiüi this 
philosophy of better-trained and 
hWherisaid officers, we cannot 
tolemte in any way, ^ « p e or 
manner the lower«ng erf stand­ 
ards tor police remUtmant.” 


His proposals would prohibit 
»ppototmerat as a police oWicw 
of any person convicted of a 
felony, ®et miramum standards 
for entrance, specify a mánimum 
of at least 200 hours of police 
academy training for c^icers 
awi provide for a .siate>«upj3tM-t- 
ed college training program in- 
cludœg up to nine cTedit hours 
for outstanding officera studying 
poMce admiiMstration w law en­ 
forcement cour:ses. 


In action Wednesday, the Se(n- 
ite moved .'«to [xwititw for final 


vote a bill to remove for two 
years the $1 feet insured motor­ 
ists pay to the State Motor Ve­ 
hicle Accident Claims fund when 
they buy license plates. 


Insurance Statement 


Included in the bill is specific­ 
ation that an insurer “promptly 
report to the secretary of state’’ 
each cancellation and lapse of 
motor vehicle Pi'ability insurance 
policies.

Another measure moved up on 
the Senate calendar would make 
it a misdemeanor to “destroy, 
damage or remove any tree, 
shrub, wildflower or other vege­ 
tation, .or any publicly owned 
property in any public park or 
recreaticm area. 


A person convicted of such 
vandalism would be required to 
reimburse the public agency for 
three times the amount of the 
damage, a® determined by a 
court. 


Still another measure placed 
in position for final Senate vote ' 
would remove restrictions of 
fulltime employment of 17-year- 
olds who have their hagh school 
diplomas.

—Place public school person­ 
nel under the state civil service 
pystem, beginning July 1, 1970, 
and provide for negotiation of a 
master teacher’s contract. 


—Provide for issuance of doe 
hunting permits upon payment of 
$100.

—Exempt from beer tax the 
first 10,000 barrels of be«- man­ 
ufactured each year by manu­ 
facturers 
whose total annual 
production does not exceed 50,- 
000 barrels annually and who ex­ 
port from the state not more 
than 10,000 barrels a year. 


—Appropriate $500,000 to the 
State Highway Department for 
construction of a brid'ge across 
the Menominee River between 
Menominee and Marinette, Wis. 
The sum would be matched by 
the state of Wisconsin. 


—Set up a $5,000-a-year schc^- 
arship fund for winners of the 
Miss Michigan contest who would 
attend state-supported eodileges 
or universities.
